PENNSYLVANIA. 
INSTRUCTED FOR GRANT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicano Tribune. 

HARRISBURG, Pa., Feb. 4.—The Cameronians 
carried out their program, and put a resolution 
through the Convention instructing the delega- 
tion to Chicago for Gen. Grant; but they had a 
hard time anda barren victory. Such a victory 
was equivalent almost to a defeat. The whole 
moral force of the Convention was opposed to 
Grant. The only speeches that rose above the 
level of gibberish were made by the friends of 
Mr. Blaine. The Grant men spoke little, but 
voted with great eloquence. The constit- 
uencies. represented by the Blaine men, 
also. were those in which the Repub- 
lican party is strongest, while much of 
the Grant strength came from Democratic coun- 
ties. Outside of Philadelphia and Allegheny, 
scarcely a voice was raised from a Republican 
coustitwuency in favor of Grant, while the solid 
rural vote was thrown againsthim. The ma- 
chine was in active operation all day, and it 
worked to a charm in the Allegheny and Phila- 
delphia delegations, all the members of which 
voted as a unit on every question, according to 
the orders of Don Cameron. Yet, even with the 
immense advantage that Cameron had in these 
sixty-four certain votes, he was barely able to 
stem the tide 

SETTING IN AGAINST HIM, 
and the proposition to instruct for Gen. Grant 
was opposed by the unexpectedly large minority 
of 113, while only 133 voted in favor of Grant. 
The Convention was a respectable and intelli- 
gent body in appearance. 

Russell Errett, of Pittsburg, familiarly known 
as Boss Errett, and famous tor his strong 
personal likeness to Boss Tweed, was made 
temporary Chairman, in pursuance of the cau- 
cus ruling the night before. The Blaine 
men insisted on a yea and nay 
vote on this election, and Errett 
received 158 votes to 92 for Lawrence, of Wash- 


ington County, the nominee of the Blaine cau- 
cus. The vote was not a perfect test, as some 
Blaine men voted for Errettt on personal 
grounds. It was roticed that thirty of those 
who went into the Blaine caucus -voted for Er- 
rett, and this first sign of defection caused 
some uneasiness. The rules of the House of 
Representatives, so far as applicable, were 
adopted for the guidance of the Chairman, the 
special object of this being to protect the minor- 
ity and 


GIVE THEM THE RIGHT 


to call for the yeas and nays whenever they 
chose. By a happy misconstruction of the rules, 
Errett, who is a member of Congress, and ought 
to know better, decided that any two members 


have the right to call for the yeas and nays, and 


the Convention acted upon this fortunate mis- 
understanding throughout the day; hence the 
large number of record votes,—a very uncom- 
mon thing in Pennsylvania State Conventions; 
hence, also, the complete protection of the 
minority in their rights and the opportunity 
each man possessed to have his views 
appear plainly and go before his constituents. 
Errett read his speech, which was hackneyed and 
stale, and then recognized several glib persons 
who smoothly registered the decisions of the 
caucus in motions for the appointment of com- 
mittees. A committee of one from each Sena- 
torial District, fifty in all, or one-fifth of the 
Convention, was appointed on _ resolutions, 
though it was notorious that the resolutious had 
already been drawn up and contained nothing 
but the ordinary declarations about the tariff 
and the mission of the party. A similar com- 
mittee was named on permanent organization, 
though that also had been 


ARRANGED BY MACHINE THE NIGHT BEFORE. 
A committee of seven on contested seats was 


named by the Chair, though its work also had 
been done for it, and it had only to report in 
favor of several Cameron Senatorial delegates 
and against all others. The solemnity with 
which these various sham committees were ap- 
pointed was amusing. Two-fifths of the Con- 
vention were put on the two principal commit- 
tees. and it is doubtful whether the deliberations 
of all together occupied two minutes. 


At this point the first snag was struck in the 


shape of the caucus resolution providing 
for a committee of nine to be appoint- 
ed by the Chair to report a list 
of four delegates at large to the National Con- 
vention and two delegates from each Congres- 
sional district.

The cheering was loud and spontaneous, and 
it was evident the sympathies of the people in 
this city, Cameron’s home, are entirely with 
Blaine. Herr then rose t speak to his Grant 
resolution. He depreca anything like a dis- 
respectful demonstration against Gen. Grant; 
spoke a good deal about the War and the 
graves of dead heroes; said there was 
imminent peril of another period of stress 
and strain; that treason was again rearing her 
horrid front, and the Solid South were more 
rampant than ever. If théy uo not now threaten 
with powder, they threaten with plunder: the 
mission of the Republic&€n party, therefore, 
is not ended, and th@ silent man, who 
never bowed to the enemy, is more than ever 
needed in the White House. The speech fell 
quite flat, owing in part, perhaps, to the want of 
skill of the speaker, who was very flowery and 
bungled his metaphors. 

GEN. ALBRIGHT, 
of Carbon, was not afraid of the third term, and 
would not support the substitute. He believed 
Grant would be a good nt, if elected, and 
didn't share in the apprehensions of those who 
thought otherwise; but he did not believe Grant 
was the only man who could save the country. 
Washburne would do as well [cheers]; Sher- 
man might do as well [profound silence and 
tokens of dissent]; and James G. Blaine, of 
Maine, would certainly be &@ good enough Presi- 
dent for anybody. [U proarious cheering.} The 
speaker was unwilling to declare that a third 
term would be dangerous, and was opposed to 
instructing the delegates for anybody, even for 
Blaine. 

G. W. Koontz, of Somerset, made the strongest 
speech of the day, using plain English, and say- 
ing boldly that he believed Gen. Grant unfit to 
be President, and his nomination likely to im- 
peril Kepublican success. He was opposed both 
to the instruction of delegates and to the unit 
rule. To the instruction for Grant, first, be- 
cause it is in violation of the traditional policy 
of the country. While not in the written law, 
it is a part of the unwritten law of the Republic 
that no man shall : 

BE PRESIDENT MORE THAN TWICE. 
Turning to the Cameron delegates: “ Why has 
such a change come over the spirit of your 
dreams? The resolution of 1876 declared that a 
third term for any man would be unwise and 
impolitic. Why do you desire to reverse that 
record and give Gen. Grant an honor never en- 
joyed by any other President? Is it because 
yourman, when a vacancy oceurred in Grant's 
last Cabinet, was put at thehead of the War De- 


partment? Are you 1 to express 
50, you 


be engaged in better business, and the country 
look for wiser men to represent her interests and 
express her choice.” Secondly, the speaker said, 
he opposed the instruction because the renomi- 
nation of Grant would create dissensions and 
weaken the party almost irremediably. The 
second administration of Grant did not give sat- 
isfaction. The Babcocks, Belknaps, and She p- 
herds were sustained by it, and the people had 
enough of them and the Administration that de- 
fended them. Thirdiy, the resolution does not 
express the sentiment of the people. “If you 
would strike out the name of F. S. Grant, and 
substitute that of James G. Blaine [great cheer- 
ing), you would 
TOUCH THE CHORD 
that is nearest the hearts of the people of this 
State.“ The speaker was likewise opposed to 
the unit rule; first, because it has never worked 
well; it has been violated by the very men who 
now demand it. In 1868, when Andrew G. Curtin 
was the candidate of Pennsylvania for the Vice- 
Presidential nomination, some of the Cameron 
delegates bolted him. In 1876 the delegation 
from this great State presented a piteous specta- 
cle at Cincinnati. It was not the intention to 
nominate John F. Hartranft for the Presi- 
dency; but bargain and corruption was almost 
the avowed purpose of the sham nomination. 
From the first some delegates asserted their 
manhood, and the unit ruleswas broken then 
also. If now the purpose is to give Pennsyl- 
vania power in the Convention, the unit rule is 
a mistake; but if the intention is to have Penn- 
sylvania whispering about the halls and lobbies 
of the Convention, dickering for Cabinet posi- 
tions and other places, all honest men should 
oppose the unit rule on principle. Secondly, the 
rule was objectionable because it infringed the 
right of the people. 
MORELAND, OF ALLEGHENY, 

made a stereotyped Grant speech. He blundered 
into saying that the people would joyfully place 
the crown on the head of U. S. Grant, whereat 
the Convention and the galleries roared. 

Darlington, of Chester, was opposed to giving 
the vote of the Convention for Grant, because 
he is not the choice of the people of Pennsyl- 
vania. While there was some sentiment two or 
three months ago in his favor, there is none 
now; it has died out,—complietely died out. 
In Chester County there were 133 dele- 
gates coming up to the County 
Convention from the primaries, and not one of 
them was in favor of Grant, He had yet to see 
or hear from anyb..dy in Chester County who 
was in favor of Grant. The Republicans of the 
county were practically unanimous for James 
G. Blaine. [(Cheers.] 

Harvey, of Lycoming, followed in the same 
strain, and there were more cheers for Blaine. 

Stone, of Crawford, mover of the substitute, 
knew of no change in the opinion of the people 
that made a change in the practice of this Gov- | 
ernment for 100 years advisable.

tack upon the Jews at Fez, Morocco, by the 
Moors. The story that a man had been seized, 
bound, gagged, gnd, after his clothes were satu- 
rated with petroleum, set on fire, turns out to 
be too true. An ey¢witness describes the scene 
as too horrible to contemplate. The shrieks and 
cries of the burning wretch were horrible, and 
his contortions as he writhed a burning mass 
upon the roadway were simply frightful. Many 
of the hardened wretches who had been instru- 
mental in perpetrating the fiendish act turned, 
sick and disgusted, from the scene. 

There bos been a growing feeling of hatred 
existing some time between the Moors and 
Jews, and the authorities of the town had had 
several warnings of what would bly happen 
if an outbreak was to occur. ey disregarded 
the I a and the present disturbance is the 
resu 

While the poor fellow was roasting to death, a 
rush was made by the excited devils surround- 
ing him to the Jew’s quarter. and an indiscrim- 
inate attack was made upon the inhabitants of 
that district. Those who could, fed, but many, 
rendered incapable d action in the face of the 
danger that menaced them, were powerless to 
escape. Several metan instant death, others 
less fortunate were frightfully wounded, and 
many crawled away to die in some obscure cor- 
ner away from the fury of their persecutors. At 
last, when thoroughly satiated, the Moors ceased 
their bloody work. 

It is known that at least two of the assaulted 
Jews are French subjects, and the French au- 
thorities at Algiers have already commenced 
inquiries. The local officers at Fez are thorough- 
ly alarmed at the new phase of the matter, and 
are doing their best to protect the Jews that re- 
main in the wa 4 If any of those killed or in- 
jured should really prove to be French subjects, 
sev of the most prominent men of Fez are 
likely to suffer, as itis said that at least two 
high officials were onlookers at the massacre, and 
incited the people to greater deeds of violence.

ATTACHING PARTISAN SCHEMES TO AP- 
PROPRIATION BILLS. 


The House of Representatives at Washing- 
ton hasbeen for several weeks discussing 
the system of rules for the regulation and 
control of. legislation, particularly of all leg- 
islation appropriating money from the Treas- 
ury. The object sought is to protect the 
Treasury against hasty and improvident ex- 
penditures. One end attempted is to require 
that every expenditure shall be authorized by 
some previously-enacted separate law, and 
that the appropriation bills shall be confined 
to appropriating money directed, authorized, 
and required by existing law. This is 
eminently proper, and if it could be adopted 
the country would enjoy a sense of security 
to which it has long been a stranger. 

Another rule is proposed absolutely ex- 
eluding from appropriation bills all political 
legislation. This is intended to prohibit the 
practice of attaching to the appropriation 
bills for the necessary support of the Gov- 
ernment a rider containing the enactment of 
some new law or the repeal or amendment 
of some existing law, in order to compel Con- 
gress and the Executive to accept the one 
under the responsibility of defeating the 
other. This is one of the most vicious forms 
of legislation. It is a gross abuse of the 
forms of legislation, and is one of the most 
dangerous and corrupting scheines for the 
concentration of all the powers of the Gov- 
erhmentin the hands of a mere majority 
of both or even of one House 
of Congress. Such schemes have been 
attempted at various times in our histore, 
and generally at periods when the 
political majority in Congress has 
been opposed to the Executive, and 
even at times when a single House of 
Congress has tried by such means to foree 
the other branches of the Government to sub- 
mit to its dictation. All such efforts, when- 
ever and by whichever party attempted, have 
been revolutionary, but fortunately have 
rarely been successful. During the Mexican 
war the House repeatedly attached a River 
and Harbor bill to the Army Appropriation 
bill, in order to compel the Executive and 
the Senate to accept the former, to which 
they were opposed. A more recent and 
striking instance, however, was the deliber- 
ate refusal of the House of Representatives 
at the session December to March, 1879, to 
pass certain of the appropriation bills un- 
less the Senate and the Executive would 
consent to a clause repealing the vital sec- 

tions of the Election laws. This necessitated 
an extra session of Congress, during which 
for three months the majority in both Houses 
labored to compel the Executive to consent 
to the repeal of the Election laws, or let the 
Government starve without the necessary 
appropriations. Owing to the firmness of 
the President this scheme was defeated, but 
the urgency and persistency with which the 
two Houses endeavored to put political 
riders on the appropriation bills exhibited 
the enormity of that system of legislation. 

The House is now engaged in discussing 
the propriety of adopting a rule having the 
force of iaw prohibiting such legislation 
hereafter. It is strongly supported by a 
number of Democrats, who, to their credit, 
consent to waive this present advantage on 
the part of the majority. It is, however, a 
troublesome advantage; the Democrats are 
ina majority in this Congress, but no one 
can say which party will control the next 
Congress. The opponents of this salutary 
prohibition base their strongest argument 
upon the fact that when the Republicans 
were inthe majority they made free use of the 
appropriation bills for all manner of legisla- 
tion in the shape of riders, and that the Demo- 
crats had vainly protested against the injus- 
tice, If this be true,—and we are prepared to 
admit it to be so,—the evil character of the 
fact that the bad use or abuse of the forms of 
legislation by one party is now used as a prec 
edent justifying the same practice by the 
other party but confirms the iniquity of the 
whole system. Now that both parties have 
had their chance at the business, and have 
both had a severe experience, it is an appro- 
priate time for both parties to unite and give 
to this rule the form of law.

THE DUTY ON PAPER. 

Last Monday Col. Fort, of IIlinois, intro- 
duced an important bill into Congress, of 
which the press dispatch makes this brief 
mention: 

“By Mr. Fort—To put soda-ash and certain 

articles imported and used in the manufacture 
of paper, glass. and woolen fabrics or the free 
list, and to reduce the duty on printing-paper 
used for books, pamphlets, magazines, and news- 
papers.” . 
We believe the bill proposes to reduce the 
duty to 5 per cent ad valorem, instead of 
placing it on the free list. The present duty 
is prohibitery in practice, as the Government 
derives no revenue from that source. Print- 
paper is very bulky in proportion to its 
weight and value, and consequently the 
freight on it is quite high at all times. This 
peculiarity of bulk to weight and value con- 
stitutes a natural protection to the American 
manufacturer of paper,—one quite ample to 
secure him a monopoly of the home market 
whenever he desires it. More especially 
would this be the fact if bleaching-pow- 
ders and other chemicals used in mak- 
ing paper were placed on the free 
list, as they should be. Let soda-ash 
and other bleaching chemicals be imported 
free of tax, and the American papermaker 
can thereafter snap his finger at foreign com- 
petition and defy it with ease. 

The papermakers have long complained of 
the onerous duty of $5.65 per ton on soda- 
ash as a grievous tax on their business, and 
whenever they advance the price of paper on 
publishers they never fail to ascribe that as 
the chief reason for so doing. Now is the 
time to move in friendly conjunction with 
the newspaper publishers to have soda-ash 
placed on the free list. This will place them 
in a strong position in the business of making 
paper, and with the reduction of the paper 
duties to 5 per cent both branches of busi- 
ness will be able to live and let live. What 
each needs is the removal of Congressional 
taxes on their business, and they should act 
together to induce Congress to remove those 
burdens on paper-manufacture and publish- 
ing newspapers, magazines, and books. 

But it is not paper-making alone that will 
be benefited by a removal of the tax on 
soda-ash. It is an essential in the manu- 
facture of glass, which is a large and im- 
portant branch of manufacture. The duty 
on soda-ash adds heavily to the cost of mak- 
ing glass in this country, and does much to 
handicap the business and encourage foreign 
importation, notwithstanding the high pro- 
tective duties on glass. Ifthe soda-ash tax 
were removed glass could be made a good 
deal cheaper in the United States, and the 
works would be able to sell cheaper, and 
therefore secure a larger demand and greater 
sales. All the glass-making establishments 
should join the press and the paper-manu- 
facturers in urging Congress to place soda- 
ash on the free list. The manufacturers of 
textile fabrics, who use large quantities of 
bleaching-powders, will promote their own 
interests by moving in the same behalf; but, 
whether they do or not, the publishers 
should push the repeal of the duties. They 
will not otherwise obtain relief. 


WHY DEMONETIZE GREENBACKS? 

The New York Times, in a recent article, 
undertakes to tell why the United States 
notes should be deprived of their legal-tender 
character and then retired. Here is what it 
says: 

“The answer is very simple. It is that the 
present system of redemption, which must be 
kept up if the notes are to remain a safe cur- 
rency, is a very uncertain and risky one. It may 
be broken down by a drain of gold from the 
country and the continuous coinage of silver. 
It is in still greater danger from the assertion of 
the power of Congress to keep legal-tenders in 
circulation,—+. e., to constantly make forced 
loans,—which power would not be abandoned if 
redemption should become difficult: Which 
would, in fact, be used and extended in such an 
emergency. There is no doubt that if the paper- 
money.party can resist successfully the present 
movement to put the currency on a sound basis 
it would be greatly strengthened, and the dim- 
culty of renewing that movement would be 
greatly increased. The principle of the paper- 
money men would have gained prestige. If a 
reverse should happen in our foreign trade, and 
the gold which we refuse to incorporate perma- 
nently in the currency should flow out again, a 
situation would be created in which the green- 
— idea would instantly and strongly assert 
itself.” 

This may set forth the strongest reason 
the gold clique can urge for the proposed de- 
monetization and extinction of greenbacks; 
but, if it be, then it is a very convine- 
ing demonstration of the weakness of their 
case, for, after reducing the argument to in- 
telligible shape, it will be found to be one of 
many reasons why the existing legal-tender 
fund should be maintained. 

The apprehended inability on the part of 
the Government to redeem the greenbacks on 
demand is trumped up for the occasion. A 
new suspension of specie-payments is not 
likely in the absence of some unforeseen Na- 
tional calamity. The resumption law pro- 
vides amply for ordinary contingencies. In 
addition to the large stock of coin which the 
Government has in its vaults, the Secretary 
of the Treasury is authorized to sell bonds, 
bearing a wate of interest as high as 5 per 
cent, for redemption purposes. Such bonds, 
at the ruling rate of 4 per cents, would be 
worth from 115 to 120. To conclude that the 
Government will again be forced into sus- 
pension, it is necessary to imagine a condition 
of things in which the Government credit 
will go to pieces. Nothing short of a dis- 
astrous civil or foreign war threatens any 
such collapse. “The continuous coinage of 
silver,” which the Times so absurdly cites as

trade may demand it. Such a power is pos- 
sessed by other Governments, and is exer- 
cised upon emergency, but is prohib- 
ited by the American Constitution ex- 
cept when absolutely necessary to save the 
Nation from ruin. Yet it cannot be success- 
fully denied that a legal-tender paper eur- 
rency will be essential to the internal com- 
merce of the United States, and the only 
effective relief in a case of general panic, in 
the event that a revulsion in foreign trade or 
other cause shall drain the country of its 
coin resources and force the Government and 
the banks into suspension. Hence the very 


apprehension which the New York Times 


makes the basis of its argument in favor of 
demonetizing and destroying the greenbacks 
is a striking illustration of the necessity for 


retaining a limited legabtender fund which 


may save the producing, industrial, mercan- 
tile, and laboring classes from the oppression 
of the money-sharks and the extortion inci- 
dent to a corner on the money market. 


IRELAND'S DISTRESS. 

Mr. Phelps, of Connecticut, has introduced 
in the House of Representatives a bill appro- 
priating $100,000 to the relief of the present 
suffering in Ireland. That there is the most 
pressing need for help mo one can question, 
in view of the startling reports of destitution 
and death that are daily coming from that 
unhappy country, bat Mr. Phelps has gone 
about its relief in the wrong way, first, be- 
cause Congress has no right to make such an 
appropriation foraforeign country; and, sec- 
ond, because if it had the right the appro- 
priation would not suffice for more than one 
day. 

The reports are appalling, and as they come 
from various sources we have no reason to 
discredit them. There are fully 300,000 peo- 
ple in that afflicted island on the verge of 
starvation, and the number is constantly in- 
creasing, for famine travels fast. The out- 
look is horrible, for these people have been 
squeezed dry. Unless help comes to them 
promptly they must starve. It is said that 
some of them are living on one meal of tur- 
nips a day, and thousands are consuming 
their last potatoes. From almost every part 
of Ireland the agonizing ery goes up for help, 
and every day the area of destitution spreads, 
while British landlords look coldly on and 
take no steps to relieve it. While we believe 
that the people of this country will be quick 
to spring to the relief of Ireland, as they 
have done in times past, they should not lose 
sight of the cause that has produced this hor- 
rible destitution. It may be summed up in 
the statement that the British landlords have 
squeezed the Irish tenants dry, and that the 
latter, rather than risk eviction, have given 
up everything they possess to satisfy the 
greed of their taskmasters. They have been 
contributing to pay these landlords, who hold 
their titles by co n, a million and a 
quarter of dollars worth per week of cattle, 
hogs, sheep, calves, potatoes, eggs, butter, 
linen, and flax, about all that their coun- 
try will produce, and nearly all of which 
is food, without which food they are now 
starving and dying. It takes this large 
amount, and even this is not enough, to 
pay rent to ten thousand English fam- 
ilies who hold them in the grip 
of avise. Thisis the Devil-Fish that has 
grasped them with its powerful arms and is 
squeezing out their very life-blood. Five 
millions of miserable people living in their 
own country, upon land which neither they 
nor their ancestors ever voluntarily gave up, 
are absolutely living by the sufferance of ten 
thousand families of England, who have the 
whole military,. police, and constabulary 
power of that country at their back with 
which to collect their rents, and when the en- 
tire produce of a tenant is insufficient to pay 
that rent they have the assurance to lean 
upon the people of the United States for the 
remainder. This is the punishment which 
England has been inflicting upon Ireland for 
200 years for fighting against her, not to de- 
clare her independence or to separate from 
the United Kmgdom, but simply espousing 
the cause of one King as against another. Is 


it not time that it was stopped? Is it not 


time for the English Government to put an 
end & the scandalous spectacle of thousands 
of its people starving to death, and, even in 
the best of times, living in misery and 
squalor and piteously calling to their friends 
in this country every year for help? If this 
drain of food from Ireland to pay ex- 
orbitant rents were stopped, the tenants 
would have enough to live on and the Irish 
people in this country would not have to 
eontribute $100,000 a week to help them pay 
these rents. 

Mr. Phelps’ bill is no doubt in the interests 
of charityand benevolence, but the appro- 
priation for which itcalls wouldonly bea 
drop in the Lucket. It would only amount 
to thirty cents for each one of the 300,000 
sufferers, and in a few days would amount to 
nothing. But even supposing that it were 
sufficient to relieve the ‘suffering, what right 
has Congress to make such an appropriation 
to people not living in our own country but 
in a foreign land, and under the dominion of 
one of the richest Governments on earth, 
whose people are rolling in wealth and lend- 
ing their money all over the world? If it can 
take a hundred thousand dollars out of the 
pockets of our people, it can take a million 
or ten million and scatter it broadcast. The 
only practical measure of relief is private 
benevolence, and that will neither be unwill- 
ing nor stinted. The wiser measure for Mr. 
Phelps to have introduced would have been 
a resolution authorizing the President 
through the State Department to use the 
friendly offices of the country in the way of 
moral intervention or protest against this 
iniquitous system of the English landlords 
and Land laws, which entails such horrible 
sufferings upon the tenants in Ireland and in- 
directly reflects such unfortunate influences 
upon the Irish people in this country,

THE INEFFICIENCY, OR WORSE, OF

A Washington dispatch states that the New 
York delegation in Congress are very much 
exasperated at the appointment of James Q.

The objection 
to this plan is twofold—viz.: (1) The offi- 
cers whom itis proposed to constitute asa 
special Supervisory Board hape already 
enough to do, if they attend to their duties 
properly, and an effort to impose new duties 
upon them would probably result in a neglect 


of both branches of the public service com- 


mitted to their charge; (2) the bill proposes 
to delay remedies which the necessi ties. of 
the people demand at once, and which have 
already been determined in a general way by 
ample public experience. The railroads 
would probably be very willing to compro- 
mise upon this scheme for delay, but the 
public will not be satisfied with any such 
expedient. 

The Reagan bill is the best basis for a satis- 
factory measure. It is right in general 
principles, and needs only the machinery 
necessary for enforcing these principles. 
Messrs. Reagan, Russell, and Beal compose 


the Sub-Committee in charge of thismeasure, 


and they should add the provision for a 
National Railroad Commission, formed upon 
a model of the English system. Thereshould 
be three Commissioners at a salary large 
enough to secure the services of able men. 
The English Commissioners are paid £3,000 
(about $15,000) each, and are allowed assist- 
ants, secretaries, experts, and such help as is 
necessary for a satisfactory performance of 
their duties. This Commission might prop- 
erly be attached to the Interior Department, 
and act under the general direction. of the 
Secretary. One Commissioner should be a 
person of experience in the — railroad 
business; another a person learned in the 
law; and the third selected with special ref- 
erence to a representation of the popular in- 
terests. The approval of the Commissioners 
should be necessary to a schedule of rates 
for each railroad, which should be public, 
should endure for a stated length of time, 
should be changed only by and with the con- 
sent of the Commissioners, and then only 
after definit notice to the public. No combi- 
nations should be allowed between railroad 
corporations save such as should be accepted 
and approved by the National Commission as 
subservient to the public as wellas to the 
railroad interests. The rulings of the Nation- 
al Commission in cases ot complaints or dif- 
ferences between the railroads should 
be binding upon the corporations 
pending an appeal to the United 
States courts, in order to throw the burden of 
legal delays upon the corporations, instead 
of the public, as itis now. ‘The Commission 
shduld have the powers of a court to sum- 
mon witnesses, compel the production of ac- 
counts, punish for contempt, and otherwise 
enforce its jurisdiction. It should also be 
empowered to bring suits in the name of the 
people to inflict proper penalties upon cor- 
porations and their managers for évery re- 
fusal to comply with the terms of the law. 
If the Commerce Committee is disposed to 
report a measure to Congress that will con- 
form to the public demands, the undertaking 
will not be found difficult, for the English 
system will furnish a good model. There 
will be no injustice to railroads. in compell- 
ing a strict responsibility to a National 
Commission which shall never be tempted to 
exact from the corporations more than rea- 
sonable charges and equal justice to all.

DUTY ON RAILS. 
FURTHER ARGUMENT FAVORING REDUCTION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 4.—The argument on 
the steel rail question was continued to-day. 
James V. Wilson, of Iowa, appeared in behalf of 
several Western roads. Wharton, of Philadel- 
phia, proprietor of the Bethlehem Steel Works, 
appeared on the tariff side. Mr. Wilson said, in 
substance, that the problem presented in the 
question of steel rails involved three things,— 
namely: the durability and safety of roads and 
the speed which can be attained in transporta- 
tion. All legislation looking to the imposition 
of impost duties should have reference to 
competition between England and America, 
both as to the quantity and quality of steel rails 
for the consumption of railroads. The statistics 
furnished by Mr. Poor yesterday show that, as to 
quantity, the capacity of our mills is not half 
large enough, and as to quality, itisa fact not 
brought out in testimony yesterday that the En- 
glish rails are guaranteed for ten years, while 
the American product has a five-year guaranty 
only.

Phelps objected to the item of salaries, 
especially the giv of the Librarian $250 per 
month, also to the item of $20,000 for new 
books, moved a reduction of 10 per cent on 
all gaiaries above $40 per mon d sundry 
other reductions, including $10, from the 
item of new books,—making in all about $13,000. 

d. Saunders seconded the motion and spoke 
in favor of it, u that $36,000 was all the city 
could afford to give to the library. 

Mr. Loenthal said the salaries were as low as 
they could be made, and that it would be impos- 
sible to get along with a less appropriation for 
books than had been asked unless it was pro- 
posed to let the library run down. 

Ald. Throop was in favor of makmg the entire 
. — riation $44,000, which contemplated the 

ucing of salaries 24% per cent, and lopping off 
$5,000 from the items for books, 

After some further discussion, the motion of 
Ald. 2 was put, and the result was a tie 
vote—Ald Phelps and Saunders voting in the 
affirmative, and Ald. Throop and Stauber in the 
negative. The matter was finally laid over for 
another meeting, when it is hoped the other 
member of the Committee will be present.

HAYT. 


Damaging Testimory Against the Ex- 
Commissioner. 

New York, Feb: 4.—The Committee of Indian 
Commissioners who are investigating the charges 
against Commissioner Hayt were in session all 
day. 

The testimony of Edward Knapp Hayt, de- 
fendant’s son, was of the most damaging char- 
acter. He said that William Hogencamp, of the 
Second National Bank, Jersey City, arranged 
with him to go to Arizona and buy the mine for 
him, and that these arrangements were made at 
the office of Charles E. Deschler, in Cortlandt 
street, this city, in the presence of the elder Mr. 
Hayt. He further testified that the latter in- 
structed him to drop the name of Hayt and use 
the name of Edward Knapp. He stated that, 
if his father had any interestin the mine, he 
knew nothing of it; that he took let- 
ters of introduction to Gen. Ham- 
mond, who was Indian Inspector under 
Commissioner Hayt. Gen. Hammond, he said, 
met him at Florence, Arizona, and accompanied 
him to MeMullen's, a small mining settlement, 
where the Washington Mine was bought, witness. 
giving drafts on Hogencamp in_payment, and 
signing them Edward EA. The mine, he 
said, was purchased from Henry L. Hart, ex- 
Indian Agent at San Carlos, who was then under 
serious charges which had been preferred 
against him three months before by Gen. Ham- 
mond. 

It was said that young Mr. Hayt made an im- 
pression on the Committee of being a very 
truthful witness. 

Hogencamp’s testimony was to the same 
effect as that of young Hayt, but his memory 
was not clear as to haw the latter found out 
Gen. Hammond, or where he found him. 

It was stated that at the session to-day a letter 
was received from the Secretary of the Interior 
thanking the Commissioners for the thorough 
investigation they had made into the matter, 
and suggesting that, inasmuch as out of this 
scandal false allegations might be made against 
the Indian Bureau, the. Board appoint a com- 
mittee to investigate all the methods of admin- 
istering Indian affairs.

A BLOODY TRAGEDY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Lvcan, Ont., Feb. 4.—About 12 o'clock last 
night masked men entered the dwelling of the 
somewhat notorious Donnelly family, and mur- 
dered the father, mother, one son, and a girl, a 
niece. A boy named Connor, the only other in- 
mate, took refuge under a bed, and escaped. The 
band then set fire to the house, which, together 
with the murdered bodies, was totally consumed, 
Another son, residing about three miles from 
the homestead, was called to his door about the 
same hour and shot dead. The township is wild 
with excitement. 

For some time past incendiary fires and other 
misdemeanors havé been of frequent occur- 
rence in this neighborhood, and the Donnelly 
family was suspected. As a consequence, an 
intense feeling of enmity existed against them 
throughout the township. A Vigilance Com- 
mittee was formed some time ago by the set- 
tlers, as a means of protection from these out- 
rages, which, with other precautionary meas- 
ures, failed to bring about aremedy. The last 
fire was on the Ryder farmon Thursday night, 
the 15th of January, and old Donnelly and his 
wife were arrested at the time on suspicion of 


being implicated in the burning. Their exam- 


ination was still pending, and was to have been 
closed to-day, but the morning light displayed 
the ghastly spectacle of the remains of the in- 
mates of the Donnelly homestead burned toa 
cinder, after having first been horribly hacked 
with an ax. 

It appears that about twenty men were en- 
gaged in the bloody work. ‘The boy, Connor, 
belonged to the village and was staying in the 
house over night. When the attack was made 
he crept under the bed without being discovered. 
When the murders were committed, the house 
fired, and the gang decamped, the boy emerged 
from his hiding place, started for the vil- 
lage, and informed the authorities. The per- 
sons murdered are James and Judy Donnelly, 
Thomas, the youngest son, and Bridget, a niece. 

About the same time (midnight) another party 
called at the residence of William Donnelly, 
three miles distant from the father’s house, and 
awoke him. His brother John being in the house, 
arose and went to the door, when two shots from 
a revolver were firea, killing him instantly. 

The bodies of the murdered family are almost 
burned to a cinder, the old man and girl lying 
close ther, in the northwest corner of the 
house. The old man’s skull is broken. Mrs. 


Donnelly’s body is lying in one of the middle 
rooms, and shows evidence of being beaten to 


death. The son, Tom, lies in the front part of 


the house. It would appear from the la clots 
of blood on the outside of the door that he was 
killed outside and thrown into the burning build- 


ere is yet no clew to the trators of this 
wholesale murder. A jury has been sum 
and an inquest will be held at once, 

The boy O’Connor, who escaped from Don- 
nelly’s after the murder last night, has been in- 
terviewed. He is aged 11 years, and 16 living 
with his mother in Lucan. He said he went over 
to Donnelly’s at 4 o'clock on Tuesday afternoon, 
and John Donnelly, Bridget Donnelly, the old 
man and*the old woman, and Tom Don- 
nelly were there. They had their — 
and went to bed. Between 12 an 2 
o'clock some men came on pretense of arresting 
the old manand Tom. Tom lit the candle, and 
then they put the handcuffs on him. Tom asked 
them to read the warrant, and soon after a lot of 
men entered the house and began to beat Tom 
with clubs. Heari the row, I crawled 
under the bed, hid behind a  clothes- 
basket. Tom ran out of doors, and 
I heard them hammer him with sticks 
and then carry him back into the house. One of 
the y said, Hit that fellow with a shovel 
and break his head open.’ Another man then 
ran at him and struck him with a shovel. 1 
heard him yell and fall. The old woman was in 
the kitchen. They struck her on the head with 
sticks. One of the men asked, Where is the 
girl? She had run up-stairs. A lot of them 
ran up-stairs, and came down soon saying It is 
all right.’ The old man went out into the kitch- 
en, and I heard him groan. Coal oil was thrown 
on the bed, and they set it on fire. As it blazed 
up they left the house. There were about 
twenty of them. After they left I crawled out, 
and as I passed through the kitchen I heard Tom 
— the ola man breathing, but could not see 
them.“ 

He then left and went over to Whalen’s. The 
boy appears to know more than he told, being 
repeatedly cautioned by a Constable not to give 
the reporters a minute description of the men 
— their names. There have been no arrests so

SECOND TRIAL FOR MURDER. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Burra.o, N. V., Feb. 4.—The second trial of 
Carl Manke for the assasination of John Atloff 
on the 22d of April, 1878, was begun here to-day. 
Manke was convicted of murder and sentenced 
to be hungin July following the commission of 
the crime, but, through an error of the District- 
Attorney in making out certain papers con- 
nected with the conviction, a stay of proceed- 
ings was granted. Since then this case has been 
in the courts until last December, when the con- 
demned murderer was granted a new trial in 
the Court of Appeals. Manke is a well- 
to-do farmer, and his victim was his 
neighbor, also quite wealthy. The two 
had been quarreling over the placing of a line 
fence between their farms for a number of 
years, and had numerous quarrels about it. 
Each had threatened the other, and continued 
the trouble over this trivial matter until it de- 
veloped the two intothe bitterest of enemies. 
This strong hatred between them was exhibited 
in every possible way, and finally culminated in 
Atiloff’s death. The evidence against Manke is 
strong, still he is doing all that money and the 
assistance of brilliant lawyers can to keep his 
neck from the halter. He has feigned insanity, 
and tried innumerable dodges to escape trial, 
but all to no avail. The Court-House to-day 
was crowded with spectators, and much interest 
was exhibited in the trial. The principal witness 
in the case is a boy named Connor Benzel, who 
was a sort of a nephew of Atiloff. On the day of 


his death Atloff was returning home from the 
mill with a load of feed for his stock, The first | 


discovery of the murder was made by Benzel. 
He-claims that he saw Manke going down a lot 
toward a strip of woods about a quarter of a 
mile away and leading a horse attached to alight 
wagon, which he believed to be Atloff’s. Know- 
ing there wasa feel 
two men he became aiarmed, and, c Mra. 
Atioff out of doors, directed her attention to 
the horse and wagon.
